‘SHAMEFUL BETRAYAL OF U.S.A. MERC!

` A recent newscast stated “This is the first 
year in 78 America has imported more con- 
sumer items than she has exported.” 
Whether this is a. situation chargeable to 
executive diplomacy, or laxity on legislative 
policing is a secondary question, especially 
when we learn of the companies involved 
and the ownership of these companies. 
News editors are saying more and more 
that goods sold by the merchants of this na- 
tion are coming from overseas as we con- 
tinue to price ourselves out of market after 
market, The Hong Kong Trade Develop- 
ment Council reports the increase of cloth- 
ing sent to the U.S. was up 32% in the first 
five months of 1971, a total of 128 million 
dollars in five months. Toys were up 23%. 
Britain and West Germany bought heavily. 

-It is also a known fact that Canada is the 
biggest supplier of arms and ammunition to 
the U.S. War Dept. and that Israel gets the 
-bulk of her war supplies from the United 
States. The bug in the ointment is that most 
‘American imports are made by Jewish 
owned firms in countries where labor is 
cheap and they find their way to American 
markets with little or no duty attached to 
the transaction. The Jewish Weekly 
AMERICAN EXAMINER June 3, 1971 
shows Israel exports at 333 million dollars 
for the first six months of this year, as 
compared with 276 million dollars over the 
entire year 1970. Israeli made goods is 
stacked high on the counters of McCrory 
Corporation, Wolco and its parent co., F. W. 
Woolworth Co., Kresge and subsidiary 
Kmart, and other variety stores. Israel ex- 
ported 6 million dollars in printing and pub- 
lishing materials, Many books are in 
English and to be found on the market in 
the United States and Europe. A quantity 
of chemical solution is shipped into Balti- 
more. Independent citrus growers in Flori- 
da and Texas find no market for fruit 
juices, and observers have noticed fruit and 
concentrate shipped in from Israel. 

At a time when the deficit runs upward 
of 30 billion dollars on the 1971 federal 
spending; when inflation accelerates and 
wage increase is economic suicide, many 
U.S. textile plants close for lack of busi- 
ness and cost of production. The integral 
equation is not divisible with foreign-made 
merchandise by price or quality. Clothing 
items are cut short of standard sizing. Only 
a few electrical instruments coming from 
Japan can be said to equal or excel Ameri- 
can made products. Certainly, American 
merchants sit in wonderment about their 
plight in the period just ahead. Pollution 
and ecological semantics pressure many 
Gentile operations, and Americans will see 

- the market stripped of most non-Jewish 
items in the matter of time. The American 
government is the largest purchaser of of- 
fice supplies and printing, and Congress 
should open their eyes to all federal pur- 
chases and block those affecting the Ameri- 
can domestic market. The American For- 


eign Aid policy is already a heavy load on 


the U.S. Taxpayer. The 1971-1972 $500 
million level, by the “Sapir Plan,” suggests

By all indications, the production lines of 
Israel have priority over the economic levels 
of the United States. A dateline report of 
8/12/71 shows Israel building 52,000 homes 
in the Jordanian sector of Jerusalem, where 
Jewish refugees, or immigrants, will be 
housed, therefore, imports from Israel will 
be increased as the population increases. 
With American Jews controlling Govern- 
ment and the consumers’ market, this na- 
tion becomes a free port country to Israel, 
and multiplies the problems for the Ameri- 
can manufacturer and labor. Special pro- 
motions are now in effect for Israeli mer- 
chandise, spearheaded by organized Jewry, 
for Fairs and Exhibitions in the U.S.A. Five 
big department stores feature Israeli-made 
goods to open September 13, 1971: Wanna- 
maker’s in Philadelphia, moving to Hecht 
company of Washington, then to Stix, Baer 
and Fuller in St. Louis, onward to Balti- 
more’s Stewart Co., then to Carson, Pirie, 
Scott in Chicago, later in Los Angeles. 

A news item of an earlier vintage shows 
the Ford Automotive Works in Russia ex- 
ceeds by far their American works. On 
August 8th, 1971, AP dispatched the follow- 
ing: “U.S. Okays Mack Truck plans for So- 
viet plant.” The sum is 162 million dollars 
in foundry equipment, with a hopeful ap- 
proval to follow for roughly 700 million 
dollars in machine tools and other tech- 
nology for the project. The total cost will 
be between one and two billion dollars. 
Average John Doe in America has little 
knowledge, nor places any significance in 
the political-economic structure, its work- 
ings, and the decisions affecting the tax-dol- 
lar complex. War is considered a punitive 
action against invasion, or collusion, or

The formidability of one half 
billion Moslems with 12 million in Europe, 
and millions in Russia, presents the proba- 
bility of a Holy War of inescapable magni- 
tude as the Jews press to bring about total 
world rule before 1984, a time set up for the 
dissolution of the Soviet Empire. These and 
other specifics make up the composition for 
the American-Red China optimum. 

Developing the underdeveloped countries 
is the solidification of utopian conquest, it 
provides a synthesis to the back-door entry, 
purposed in realignment of ideology in na- 
tional behavior of a people, whose satisfac- 
tion is derived from -a personal status 
gained through improved economies. China 
with its millions of Buddhists could become - 
a ready army against the Moslems through - 
intrigue and circumstances provided by 
Israeli maneuvering. - :
